UCH would the Tides regularly be if the Earth was 
covered with Sea very deep; but, by reaſon of the 
Shoalneſs of ſome Places, and the Narrowneſs of the Straights 
n others, by which the Tides are propagated, there __ a 
reat Diverſity in the Effect, not to be accounted for without 
n exact Knowledge of all the Circumſtances of the Places, 
s, the Poſition of the Land, the Breadth and Depth of the 
hannels, c. For a very flow and imperceptible Motion of 
he Waters, where it is (for Example) two Miles deep, will 
uffice to raiſe its Surface ten or twelve Feet in a Tide's Time; 
here, if the ſame Quantity of Water were to be conveyed 
brough a Channel of 40 Fathoms deep, it would require a 
ery great Stream to effect it, in ſo large Inlets as are the 
annels of England and the German Ocean: Whence the 
ides are found to ſet ſtrongeſt in thoſe Places where the Sea 
grows narroweſt, the ſame Quantity of Water being in that 
Caſe to paſs through a ſmaller Paſſage.

10. To demonſtrate the Excellency of this Doctrine, the 
Example of the Tides in the Port of Tonquin in Ching, 
which are ſo extraordinary aad different from all others we 
have yet heard of, my ſuffic:. In this Port there is but one 
Flood and Ebb in twenty-tour Hours ; and twice in each 
Month, viz. when the Moon is near the Equinoctial, there 
is no Lide at all, but the Water is ſtagnant 3 but when the 
Moon deciines, there begins a Tide, which is greateſt when 
ſhe is in the tropical Signs ; only with this Difference, that 
when the Moon is to the Northward of the Equinoctial, it 
flows when ſhe is above the Earth, and ebbs when ſhe is 
under, ſo as to make High Water at Moon: ſetting, and Loy 
Water at Moon-riſing; but, on the contrary, the Moon 
being to the Southward, makes High Water at Riſing and 
Low Water at Setting, it ebbing all the Time ſhe is above 
the Horizon. | 

11. The Cauſe of this odd Appearance is ſuggeſted by 
Sir //aac Newton to ariſe from the Concurrence of two Tides; 
the one propag ted, in fix Hours, out of the great South $1 
along the Coaſt of Chiza; the other out of the Indian Sea 
from between the Iſlands, in twelve Hours, along the Coal 
of Malacca and Cambaya. The one of theſe Tides, being 
produced by North Latitude, is, as hath been ſaid, greater 
when the Moon, being to the North of the Equator, is above 
the Earth, and leſs when ſhe is under the Earth: The othet 
of them, which is propagated from the [ndian Sea, being 
raiſed in South Latitude, is greater when the Moon, declining 
to the South, is above the Earth, and leſs when ſhe is under 
the Earth: So that of theſe Tides, alternately greater and 
leſſer, there come always ſucceſſively two of the greiter and 
two of the leſſer together every Day, and the High Water 
falls always between the Times of the Arrival of the tw 
greater Floods, and the Low Water between the Tow ay 
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Arrival of the two leſſer Floods ; and the Moon coming to 
the Equinoctial, and the alternate Floods becoming equal, the 
Tide ceaſes, and the Water ſtagnates; but when ſhe has 
taſſed to the other Side of the Equator, thoſe Floods which 
in the former Order were the leaſt now becoming the greateſt, 
that which before was the Time of .the High Water now 
becomes the Low Water, and the Converſe: So that the 
whole Appearance of theſe ſtrange Tides is, without any 
forcing, naturally deduced from theſe Principles, and is a 
great Argument for the Certainty of the whole Theory.
